NEW YOBK, NOV. 1.—The proceed- 
ings in the PhiJp case to-day fully 
bore out the objects of the defense, 
establishicg: 
First, the existence of 
Morey as the agent of the Employes's 
Union and the correspondent of Gar- 
field; second, the certainty of Gar- 
field's handwriting in the letter, of 
erery movement of Morey's life, and 
every incident relating to the history, 
occasion and motive of iho letter will 
be fully shown hereafter. 
Much of 
this is already plain by the proceed- 
ings in court, and more by the pub- 
lished evidence not yet put in before 
Judge Davis. 
There are other wit- 
nenB^ on the way from distant points, 
FIoHdfl and elsewhere, who wínlmake 
the facts of Garfield's conviction as 
plain as the incidents of the conven- 
tion which nojninated Garfield for 
rpf^dent. 
The effort of the prosecu- 
tion to delay the case may poatponi^ 
jom¡e items of proof but they cannót 
obscure the proven facts: that 
PJULF DID NOT WBITE THE LETTER, 
or^idnoiiknow an^iiiln^ about it^U»«« 
Morey was in official correspondence 
with Garfield; that Je?reil, chairman 
of the republican nafiona! committee, 
aftet having been acquainted with the 
proofs, and probably having informed 
Garfield of them, oflered to jOrostitute 
himself 
and his candidate, -whose 
agent he was, by bartering a high 
o£Sce for the suppression of t'leir 
proofs, and that there is not a shi^ed 
pi evidence to support the charge of 
forgery, which the republicans did 
not dare to make formally, but insinu- 
mted only under the cover of criminal 
libel. 


,The„prosecution of Philp has made 
a point as to the misplaced dot in the 
signature over the "r" instead of over 
the "i" in "GarfieH." There is at 
hand a hotel register with his signa- 
ture with the same peculiarity which 
was accidentally discovered yesterday. 
Even as the case now stands, with only 
ft part of the proof in evidence were 
the claims of the letter as a provisory 
note or deed 
no jury would fail to 
jfind liiiiat Garfield was the maker of it- 
The at]t«mpted prosecution of Philip 
has turned out to be the conviction 
of Garfield. 


The following is the tertimony of 
Morey and of Hon. A. S. Hewitt:

laborer until he enlisted in the army 
in 1861, where be remained until 
August. 1866. 
Mr. Morey produced 
his discharge and said he also had his 
pensions with him; he received a 
pension 
up the 
time 
he 
went 
to 
South 
America 
for 
his 
health. 
When Mr. Howe asked him, 
"Did you know K. L.-Morey ever?" 
the witness replied sharply, "1 did, 
sir, he was an uncle of mine, who 
^ m e r J j lived in Andover, N. H. 
He weBt from there 
to

tille, 
N. 
H., 
and 
opened 
a 
grocery 
store, 
he 
next 
went 
for a commercial house in Boston, 
from thera to Pennsylvania were he 
traveled for a house." 
The witness 
then went to South America and lost 
track of him for three years. "On my 
return I saw him first in Lynn, inlthe 
fall of 1877 and in the spring of 1878« 
I alúo saw him on the main street and 
went from there to Boston with him. 
About the lat of March of last year 
I went to Lynn to get some paper« 
iigned, regarding my pensions; after 
I had got all the papers ready to go 
home again, going to the depot I met 
H. L. Morey on the street and he

Here Mr. Morey was promptly in- 
terapted by Col. Bliss's objection and 
continQiog said that he went to the 
city hali with H. L. Morey to view 
the remains of a mutilated corpse that 
was found there, called the "Trunk 
mystery," and they saw the body 
there. 


"Have you seen H. L. Morey?" 
was asked of the witness. 


"I have frequently" said the wit- 
ness.

Hera the register of the Courtland 
house,of Lynn, Mass., was produced, 
and the signature of "H. L. Morey 
Lowell," in a large bold hand writing 
under date of Feb. 5, 1879 was shown 
to Mr. Morey who said at once: "I 
should say to the best of my ability 
that that is his hand writing." 
On 
the page under the date of Friday, 
Oct. 17, 1877 the name of H. L. 
Morey, Lynn, appears and here again 
the witness said it was H. L. Morey's 
hand writing. 
Continuing he said 
that he had visited now and then in 
Lynn seeing his mother and brother, 
when the counasl asked it he ever 
heard from his uacle, H. L. Morey, 
whether he was connected with labor 
movements. 


Col. Bliss leaped to his feet with a 
quick objection but the court allowed 
the ansl^r. 
And the w^bielir said : 
"All I kno^jwith regardjhiii fo^g ac- 
quainted wi&|tbe Ubor movement is, 
he showed m e i certifiidate of member- 
>." Here cii|e another sharp pb' 
jectifm on the g n ^ U thftt die paper 
must be^voduced or its lora shown. 
Mr. Howe; withdrew the question tor 
a moment to ask where it was that the 
witness,uncle produced this document, 
which the witness said was at L<«W- 
rence, Mass., io, or about June, 1879, 
lie saw the paper, had it in his hand 
and handed it back to his uncle, the 
court finally excluded the evidence. 


The cross esumination^ was then 
uadertakeirt^eoi. BIIft; who brought • 
the additional facts, that the Witness 
had been in Lynn three or four times 
year, and at times stopped over 
night at his step-mother's, Clara 8. 
Morey. 


Col. Bliss tried to entrap the wit- 
nefs as to what relation she was to H. 
L. Morey, but the witness replied, she 
was my father's second wife and H. L. 
Morey was my father's brother. Clara 
S. Morey was still alive and when the 
witness was last in Lynn lived on 
Boston street. The witness having said 
that the place where he met H. L. 
i«lorey was on Main street, corner of 
Washington avenue, 
CJI. Bliss said 
in thunder tones: 
"Don't you know 
that there is not is Lynn, Mass., any 
street known as Main street?" 


"No, sir;" said the witntss, in 
equally decided tone, 


"THERE IS A MAIN STREET 
in Lynn, Mass." 


"Well," said Col. Bliss, before the 
court could stop him, "I'll satisfy you 
and everybody else of that." 


The remark was indignantly object- 
ed to by Mr. Brooke, and the court 
promptly struck the offen^ve remark 
out. 


The witness then described that 
what waii called Main street, in Lynn, 
ran from the city hall near down to the 
Wharfs. 
"The last time that I saw H. 
L. Morey was at my brother's house 
in Lawrenoe in June, 1879; my broth- 
er's name is Frands A. W. Morey." 


Col. Bliss asked how he came to be 
present in court, and Mr, Morey 
said 
that 
the 
man 
who came 
after 
him 
got 
a 
telegram 
from 
the democratic headquarters to come 
here. 
That was on Saturday. 
The 
man that came in was Mr. S. P. 
Olark, of ' Lawrence, who told hira 
his expenses would be paid. 
He got 
here Saturday night at about eleven 
o'clock, and went at once to the 
democratic national committee rooms. 


" H ^ any statement of yours been 
published," was asked. 


"Y«»," was the reply, "a reporter 
of the Lawrence Eagle came to me, 
but what I said was not published 
correctly." 


Col. Bliss asked him if he had been 
offered any money to come to New 
York, and the witness said he was 
told that his expenses would be paid. 


Mr. Booke, in the redirect exami* 
nation, took up this point and asked 
him if he had been offered any money 
not to come. 


"Yes," said Morey. "I h*ve been 
offered $100 not 
to come here." 
[Laughter.]

When the name of Hon. Abnm 
S. H e f itt was called by Mr. Hoi^^,«, 
fengctfou^marnittr Kttt tbioug^ltii^ 


audience, and the excitement to hear 
what he had to say became very màîi- 
iiest. 


MR. HEWITT, 
after stating his membership of the 
44th and 45th coogrees, and his ac 
qualntance with General Garfield and 
his familiarity with his kandwritinjg, 
produced two letters written to hito 
by General Garfield, and said he hac 
frequently seen Garfield's signature» 
Thé celebra^d Morey letter was then 
handed to him, which he utid he had 
looked at carefully. 


"In whose handwriting is the sig- 
nature?" asked Mr. Howe. 


"I think it is General Garfield's 
handwriting," was the prompt reply 
"Have you any doubt about it?" 
"No other doubt about it," was the 
answer, "than would arise from the 
fact that clever counterfeits can imi- 
tate any man's handwriting." 


Mr. He wit then took the Morey 
letter in one hand and in the other 
the three letters he had received from 
General Garfield. 
Also the Jewell 
letter and one written to Warren 
O'Neil, and was about to answer to 
the identity of the handwriting in 
each, when he was sharply interrupt- 
ed as not being an expert. 
Mr. Hew- 
itt then said that he had had con 
sideiable 
experience 
in his large 
business experiences in comparing 
handwriting and signatures on checks 
«hd drafts, and that while he did jQOt 
call himself a proficient expert, still 
he was familiar with the use of the 
microscope in the pxamination of 
signatures and 
handwriting; 
had 
often used it, and had done so in this 
case to satisfy his own mind. 
Ui«)n 
this statement Judge Davis said he 
would allow Mr. Hewitt to answer 
and the question was put : 


"I now ask you the question wheth- 
er, in ycur opinion, /rom comparison 
of the letter and signatures produced, 
the Morey letter is in the handwriting 
of General Garfield?" 


Mr. Hewitt held up the Morey let- 
tor iwoii«4»atTd -and the others'Sprèàd 
out the other .and answered deliber- 
ately and firmly, 


"I THINK IT TS." 
The O'Neil letter was then handed 
to him and a similar question was 
put. 


"I should have more doubt," said 
Mr. Hewitt, "about that signature 
than about the Morey letter, though, 
unless some circumstances were sug- 
gested to make it suspiciou.«, I should 
suppose it to be General Crarfield's 
signature, would excite great doubt 
in my mind." 


The Morey letter was again placed 
in his hands and his atttention called 
to the misspelled word "coujpanys," 
and he was asked: 


Do 
you 
know any 
instances 
whether you can cite of incorrect 
spelling on the part of General Gar- 
field?" 


"In one of the letters which I have 


P 
roduced to the court," said Mr. 
[ewitt, "and which has been put in 
evidence, the letter of May 12th, 1879, 
addressed to me. 
It 
is signed by 
(Jeneral Garfield and has a sign in his 
handwriting. 
In that postscript the 
word "pedigree" is spelled "pedi- 
dree." 
(Sensation in court.) 


On cross-examination, Mr. Stough- 
ton asked: 


"Do you think that was intended 
asa'g' ora'd'?" 
"As a'd,' sir." 
"Do you think that he made a mis- 
take in spelling?" 


Mr. Hewitt : ' I suppose in his hasty 
writing he wrote'd' instead of 'g'." 


Continuing his testimony, Mr. Hew- 
itt said ho first saw the 
Morey 
publication on Wednesday, the 20th, 
the day of its publication, at about 
noon, at the rooms of the national 
democratic committee, of which he 
was a member. 
He was about to 
make a speech at Chickering hall, and 
the'published letter was handed to 
him at 2 o'clock. He saw the original 
letter itself and the envelope, and 
looked at the superscription and the 
post-mark on the letter, however, a 
cursory glance at the en velope. He on- 
ly looked then at the envelope. There 
were six or eight gentlemen about the 
table, among them Mr. Barnum, Mr. 
Scott, Mr. Randall and a gentleman 
who was introduced as Mr. Hart, who 
seemed to have control of it, and 
whom they did not know until they 
told 
him, 
and 
had 
not 
seen 
before. 
He noticed 
tho 
address 
on 
the 
envelope 
and compared 
it 
with 
the address inside, 
and 
remarked that they we>e in the hand- 
writing. 
He was asked about the al- 
leged erasures of the date in the cir- 
cle of that stamp, and replied that he 
observed indications of its being blurr- 
ed, or rubbed in some way, but not 
so to erase the date. 


THE DATE WAS NOT ERASED. 


It has a blurred appearance and 
may have been done by rubbing in 
the mail. 


Philp then took the stand and tes- 
tified briefly and forcibly that he did 
not write the letter or know of its ex-
